Wilkes-Barre, Pa., December 20.— 
Neither the Sabbath nor the begin- 
ning of Christmas week brought any 
nearer a settlement of the anthracite 
strike. It merely marked the appar- 
ent collapse of anoth attempt to 
get the miners and operators together 
to resume negotiations with a view 
to ending the hard coal suspension, 
which has now been in effect nearly 
four months. 

The basis of agreement proposed 
by Governor Giffor@ Pinchot has 
turned out to be the crux of, the pres- 
ent situation, which hinged upon the 
ability of mayors and burgesses of the 
anthracite section to get both miners 
and operators to confer together Mon- 
day at Scranton. 

The miners refused Saturday to 
reopen negotiations on any other basis 
than the Pinchot plan, which they 
previously accepted and the operators 
rejected, and Sunday the operators, 
after an all-day session here, refu 
to accept the condition that the 
Pinchot plan form the basis of discus- 
sion. The operators agreed to attend 
the joint parley in Scranton under 
the auspices of the mdyors, but in- 
sisted that the discussion must not 
le limited at the outset. 


The operators and miners’ thus 
seem to be as widely separated as they 
were when they split last August in 
negotiations in Atlantic City. 

Business is at a standstill in the 
anthracite region and both the mer- 
chants and mayors are greatly con-

But so long as the American 
blood is red, and so long as there 
is a spark of manhood left in the 
composite American conscience, 
the present government of Russia 
will not be officially recognized. In- 
deed it should never be recognized 
until it demonstrates by acts, and 
not by mere promises, that it is 
worthy of recognition. 

It owes the United States old war 
debts, the same debts that other 
nations similarly favored, are arrang- 
ing to pay. Russia has, in effect, 
repudiated its debts. It shows no 
inclination whatever to recognize 
them or to even treat with regard 
to them. 

It confiscated American property. 
It makes no effort, and shows ro 
will, to make amends. 

It refuses in practice, and even 
in words, to stop its barrage of red 
propaganda that it has flooded this 
country with since the ascendency 
of bolshevism into governmental 
control in that country. 

It continues to try, by every sub- 
tle and underhand and radical 
means at its control, to hoist the 
red flag over the white house and 
on Capitol hill. 

It continues to permit its hosts 
of distressed people to be fed and 
clothed by American philanthropy 
while endeavoring secretly, and 
with the most sinister influences, to 
break the arm that offers them re- 
lief in the name of humanity. 

So long as the government of the 
soviets stands for what it does, and 
treats America with the indifference

The Tennessee state highway de- 

partment, acting under a law passed 
by the last assembly in that state, 
has begun the work of destroying 
all billboards, signs, posters, etc., 
along the 5,000 miles of state high- 
ways. 
The law required that notices 
should be given to the owners of the 
boards and signs to remove them, 
which was duly complied with. 
Some were thus removed and others 
were not. The highway department 
will make bonfires of those that were 
not.

When the Marthasville town com- 
mission wadertook to open some new 
streets, such as Hunter and Wal- 
ton and Houston, the citizens pro- 
tested that the seven streets they had 
were plenty enough and fiercely re- 
sisted any taxation to make more. 
But increasing population made more 
thoroughfares imperative; if the town 
was to grow with any semblance of 
regularity. 

John Collier and others petitioned 
for and secured the opening of Walker 
street. Then the council paid $400 
for the land to establish Houston 
street from Peachtree eastward for a 
block. Walton and Ivy streets ap- 
pear to -have been created by com- 
mon neressity and consent. Next in 
order of time and need was the open- 
ing of Market street from near Hun- 
ter street to the railroad. It was 
to be used by the farmers and cot- 
ton traders as a marketing rendezvous, 
and hence named Market street. Sub- 
sequently, the city bought from Mrs. 
Dougherty for $660 the land on which 
to extend the street from the railroad 
to Marietta street. Then a bridge was 
built over the railroads and the name 
changed to Bridge street; but when 
following the war, the street was 
widened and extended, it was re- 
named as Broad street and remains 
so to this day. 

A curious episode of local history 
was the action of the city couneil 
in agreeing to put lamps on the new- 
ly-elected wos provided that private 
parties would furnish the “burning 
flued” to make them worth-while! 
Business of sale and barter grew 
so much on Market street that coun- 
cil granted to Edward Parsons the 
right to erect and rent stalls on either 
side of it. The concession evidently 
became conspicuously profitable to 
Parsons, for council later on revoked 
it and bought the land at the north- 
west corner of Broad and Alabama 
street, about an acre in extent, for 
a market house and stock salesyard. 
The price was high—$1,500 in fact, 
but the people demanded a’ market 
house “at any price.” 

And here comes in another curious 
fact—that, when the market house 
had been built, Dr. Needom L. An- 
gier\was put in control as market 
clerk under agreement that he would 
take the fees as his salary! That 
neat arrangement lasted only until 
council smelt. a mouse. They found 
that Dr. Angier was collecting a smart 
fat salary in fees and thereupon they 
took over the market and turned the 
fees into the treasury. 

Street paving, in the nature of 
things then, was a far-off event of

STATE EDUCATION 
BOARD TO SUBMIT 
BUDGET FOR YEAR 


Decision to compile the budget for 
the state board of educatic.. next May 
and June for the following 12 months, 
in ‘accordance with the budget law 

ssed by the last session of the legis- 
ature, was reached at a meeting of 
the board last week. A copy of the 
budget will be furnished the state de- 
partment of education not later than 
September 1, 1926.
